Howard  D.  Egolf  was  born  in  Norristown,  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania, 
on  March  7,  1893.  He  was  the  youngest  son  of  Gus  and  Catherine  Egolf,  who 
emigrated  to  the  Philadelphia  area  from  Baden,  Germany,  before  the  Civil  War. 

Mr.  Egolf  attended  the  local  elementary  schools  and  was  graduated  from 
Norristown  High  School  in  1912.  He  immediately  became  associated  with  his 
family  in  their  business  as  furniture  dealers.  He  retired  in  1957.  He  married  Edna 
H.  Heimer  on  November  19,  1956. 

He  was  active  in  civil  and  fraternal  affairs.  He  was  also  a 32nd  Degree  Mason. 

From  boyhood,  he  showed  an  avid  interest  in  coins  and  stamps.  He  was  very 
active  in  the  Boy  Scout  movement.  For  many  years  he  served  on  the  Honor  Court 
and  judged  applicants  for  Honor  awards  for  coins  and  stamps. 

Throughout  his  lifetime,  he  organized  stamp  and  coin  clubs  in  area  schools, 
thereby  encouraging  this  interest  among  the  young  students.  He  was  founder  and 
past  President  of  the  Valley  Forge  Philatelic  Society.  For  years,  he  exhibited  in 
both  stamp  and  coin  shows  in  the  area  and  won  many  prizes.  He  was  a member  of 
the  Stamps  Booster  Club.  Hs  is  listed  in  the  Blue  Book  of  Philately. 

His  reputation  as  coin  collector  was  well  respected.  He  bad  membership  :tj:l902 
in  the  American  Numismatic  Association. 

In  retirement,  he  kept  up  his  great  interest  in  coins  and  stamps.  Even  during 
his  last  illness  and  within  a few  hours  of  his  death,  he  gave  instructions  to  Mrs. 
Egolf  to  acquire  certain  stamps  and  coins.  He  was  an  enthusiastic  and  wise  collector 
of  stamps  and  coins  to  the  end. 

Howard  D.  Egolf’s  father  was  originally  interested  in  coins  prior  to  the  Civil 
War  and  retained  his  interest  through  the  years.  He  formed  a small  collection 
which  was  later  expanded  upon  by  Howard  Egolf.  The  Egolf  family,  though  quite 
large,  had  only  one  dedicated  collector  — HOWARD  D.  EGOLF.

Of  course,  1 ijnesl ioned  him  at  once,  and  he  then  owned  up 
and  told  me  lhal  he  had  eleven  of  Ihem,  bnl  formertp  there  were  twelve,  he 
havinp  tost  one.  He  said  he  received  the  order  to  make  them  for  the  Con- 
federaep  thronph  a well-known  jeweirp  firm  in  Philadelphia  and  that  his 
wife  became  timid  about  his  detiverinp  them  for  fear  the  Vnited  Stales 
Covern  ment  miphl  arrest  him  for  pivinp  as.^istanee  to  the  enemy,  so  he 
buried  Ihem  in  his  cellar  until  lonp  after  the  war  was  over  and  even  then  he 
ivas  afraid  to  show  them.
